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A CRAZED FATHER. 


He Killed One of His Boys and 
Wounded Another. 


FATALLY SHOT HIS WIFE 


Then fie Ended the Chapter, As Was 
For the Best, By Taking: His 
Own Worthless Life. 


A d am Crist deliberately shot his 
w ife, fatally, killed his 8-year-old 
son, seriously wounded a second 
son, aged 5 years, and then ended 
the tragedy by putting a bullet 
through his ow n brain at Tacoma, 
W ash . , Friday. 
Jealousy 
is the 
only motive assigned for the crime. 
Crist was the proprietor of the 
Chicago lodging 
house 
and 
re­ 
turned Friday from a six months’ 
business trip to Spokane. 
He was 
at the hotel in the morning, and 
apparently in the best of health 
an d spirits. 
A b o u t 2 o ’clock in the afternoon 
he went to a Pacific avenue paw n­ 
broker and purchased two revolvers. 
He stopped a few doors away, at a 
drug store, and bought 25 cents 
worth of vitriol. 
He must have 
proceeded directly home, for the 
shooting occurred only a few mo­ 
ments later. 
Crist was in the kitchen of the 
hotel, on the second floor, when his 
w ife was called to the head of the 
stairs to talk to a peddler. 
A fte r the interval of a few mo­ 
ments he sent the younger child to 
ask her to come to the kitchen. Im ­ 
mediately 
afterward 
four 
shots 
were fired, all of which were found 
to have taken effect in her body. 
He then turned the revolver on the 
little boy and wounded him in the 
leg, but the child managed to crawl 
dow n the stairs and escape. 
T h e woman staggered 
to 
the 
sidewalk and Crist w ent into the 
hall, where he caught the 8-year- 
old boy. 
There are no witnesses 
to this*^ part of the tragedy, but, 
from the position of the bodies, he 
must 
have held the lad close to 
him while he put a bullet through 
his heart. 
A 41-caliber ^bullet through his 
ow n head followed and both bodies 
fell to the floor, 
still 
clasped in 
each other’s arms.
